RIDE is a grand thing. 
If ifs placed right. 
One has reason to be 
proud of a good bodily and mental heritage and of friends w-ho don't i 
run backwards. We should be proud of the fact that we are in a world j 
that needs us. And if we are gifted with good sense, th at’s another rea­ 
son for being proud. 
Pride, however, can be badly placed—such as intellectual pride, where < 
ideas become so clogged that half of them are unable to see the light, or 
to recognize new ideas, freshly born. And then there is th at pride that 
keeps one silent, with people hungering and thirsting for sympathy, under- j 
standing, and love expressed. 
I once heard the story of a young fellow w*ho went to see his sweet- j 
heart. Because he loved her, and she loved him, he didn’t leave until after j 
12 o’clock. On the way home he was attacked by a highway robber. For j 
an hour and a half they fought. Finally the robber got the young chap ; 
down and drew from his pocket eleven cents! 
“You infernal fool,*' cried 
the robber. “What have you been fighting all this time for over eleven ! 
cents?” The chap replied: “I have not been fighting to save that eleven 
cents, but to keep my financial condition from being exposed!’’ 
It seems to me that there are too many people in this world fighting 
to keep their poverty of heart, mind and soul from being exposed through 
their intellectual pride. It’s a kind of blindness, after all. 
There is nothing so refreshing as to get off the beaten highway of ! 
everyday ideas and opinions and listen to those in “the back country,” 
where intellectual honesty is so prominent. To me, one of the mast in­ 
teresting features of a newspaper is its “Letters from the People”—letters 
from all over, and from all types of readers, who write what they think. 
When I get into a city and read its newspapers, I always look for this 
department. Those who do not run such a column miss a wonderful con­ 
tact that would make their newspaper more widely read and liked. 
I believe that intellectual pride does more to foment the strikes that 
are so numerous right now, than anything else. That was a great ob­ 
ject lesson to the world when Mr. Taylor, the steel man. and Mr. Lewis, 
the labor chief, got together and talked things over—each giving credit to 
the other for honest intentions. Apparently these two men threw intel­ 
lectual pride out the window and got right down to facts. 
If you want to get knowledge, in its rough, honest state, talk to some­ 
one who “doesn t know it all!” Such a one has no intellectual pride.
